It will be remembered that the inquiry is 
being conducted belure Mr, J.-H. Kemp anda 
common jury, ain. i, L. Dennys, Acting 
Crown Solicitor, appeared for the Crown, and 
Mr P, W. Goldring, solicitor (Messrs. Deacon 
and Hastings), for the lessee and the contractor 
Tak Kee. : i 

P. C. Crisp, inspector of buildings, P.W.D 
said he kad never seen the contractor Tak. Kee 
before, and he had never asked witness to-go 
andinspect the houses in the. vicinity of the 
collapse; witness had never spalen to the man, 
or hag any communication with him, [twas 
correct, us Mr. Hazeland, in’ giving bis evid- 
ence, had said, that it was witness's duty to 
inspect all the old buildings ja the Colony, but 
he did not remember having inspected No. 56, 
First Steet; he did not thiak fe had, as 
he had no memo. in his book to that effect 
He was acquainted with the locality of 
First, Second, and Centre Streets, The first 
time this year, within his memory, that witness 
went down to inspect in Centre Street, they 
were pulling down the old houses, which were 
nearly level with the ground, He went down 
to inspect thinking they had started the new 
house, © It was.at the end of May or the be- 
ginning of June, witness thought, that he went 
down to Centre Sircet, in pursuance of instruc- 
tions from Mr. ‘Tooker, He could not give the 
exact date, witness’said, on being’ pressed by 
Mr. Dennys, but he had in bis: memo. book. 
There was nothing particular'to see on the job, |: 
when he. got there, and he simply had a look 
round and. went away. He could not say 
whether or not No. 58, First Street was in- 
habited at that ‘time; he did ‘not look at the 
adjoining buildings, but he saw some shoring, 
although he could nat say exactly where it was. 
We had visited the houses in Centre Street 
since then four or five umes: 

. By Mr. Goldring—Witness, inspecting the 
old buildings in the Colony, did not take them 
in rotation, as it were; he always found a 
bundle of chits on his clesk, and attended to 
them. He would not usually go to a particular 
house unless he were specially asked, but some- 
times paid such a visit. It was possible that a 
house could yo uninspected for years and years, 
unless attention were drawn td it, such as’ by 
the collapse of the kitchen. Lots of bouses 
coul:t be built without inspection, and were so 
Built. - Tn that case the PW.D. didnot know 
anything about the material used, and some- 
tim:s not even the measurements. 

Witness—As to mortar, anybody knows they 
have no proper mortar in the Colony. For one 
thing, they have no lime. 

‘His Worsuip~Answer the questions. 

* Witness had never meastred plans ; it’ was 
simp-y impossible for one man to.doit. There 
was an engineer above him now, and witness 
had either to assist him or the engineer had to 
assist witness. The twoof them had to du the 
whole of the Colony ; ten to fourteen men might 
be able to got through the work—measure all 
“the plans, and check everything. Witness had 
not inspacted the house in First Street since 
the collapse ; that was Mr. Huggard’s busivess, 
Witaess did not sce any shorings at or notice 
the condition of No. 58, First Street ; there were 
shoring, but he could not say exactly where. 
He kept a written record of all his visits, and 


up his book. Witness could not,say how Jong 
ittook the I’,1).W. to answer a nolice regarding 
commencement of work—it might be a week, 
certainly more than a day. The fact of there 
being shoring did not necessarily mean that a 
building was in danger of collapsing. In view 
of the shorialg he saw ‘when he visited Centre 
Street, it was natural to suppose some building 


was’ in danger, and he should have looked at 
them and reported tothe P.W.D., but he had 
no time to do so, owing to. the undermanned 
condition of the P. WOD. 

Mr. Dennys—-If it was your duty to inspect 
these shored-up buildings should you not have 
done it when you were on the building ?—I- 
suppose | ought to have done so, but you might 
as well say I should inspect every other build- 
ing I visit. 

Mr. Dennys—-You have told my friend that 
you considered it was your duty to inspect ail 
old buildings. You were down there on the 
ground and saw the shorings—why didn’t you 
then inspect the building ?—I had other work 
to do.
